year 1821, ships the owners of which are subjects ‘of 
his Majesty the King of the Netherlands, without dis- 
tinction in respect to the place where they have been 
built, and without any limitation in regard’ to the sadors 
by whom they are manped : hat after the expiratian of 
these said five years, this trade eannot be carried on 
except in vesgels built in the Nethetlands, and of 
wkich the Captain and three-fourths of the crew must 
be subjects of the King of the Netherlands, 

The King retains the right of fxing both, on the 
importation of the productions of those Colonies into 
his Enropean States, and upon the exportation such 
duties as he may think ft.- The daties levied on the 
Colonies shall be the same for the trade of the Ne- 
therlands, as for that of Great Britain. ' 

The King's subjects, proprietors in the said Colonies, 
shall have fult liberty to go there and return, and to 
dispose of their property at their pleasure. Lastly, 
the Souchy, called Souchy of Berbice, shall recover 
possessian of the four plantations of „which it was 
deprived twenty years ago.. The Chamber, conforma- 
bly tothe 58th Article of the Constitution, received 
the Message, the Convention is to be printed, dis- 
tributed to the Members, and deposited in the archives.

A snpplement ta our Gazette contains the 
following :—= 


““ By the treaty of Kiel, of January 14, 
1814, the King of Sweden ceded to Denmark 
his rights to the Duchy of-Pomerania, and 
the Isle of Rugen. Divided by the sen 
from the other Danish possessian this ace 
quisition was of less value to Deamark, cone 
Sidering the population and the resources of 
those provinces, than it would have: been if 
more favourably situated. On this account, 
his Majesty the King aceeded to the proposal 
made him by the King of Prussia, to cede to 
him his en to these provinces ia exchange 
{or others lying nearer. During the negocian 
tions at Vienna, it was agreed that his Prusa 
sian Majesty, who received from Hanover 
the Duchy of Lauenburg, which confacs 
with the Duchy of Holstein, should cede it 
to the King of Denmark ia eschange far his 
rights to Swedish Pomerania and Rugen. 
Thus his Majesty's dominions have now 
obtained the Elbe for their frontier by the 
following Preaty, concluded with Prussia, 
and ratified at Paris on the @lst of June b 
his Majesty the King of Prussia, 

TREATY. 

The introduction appoints the two Counts. 

of Bernstorff Plenipotentaries for Denmark 


and Prince Hardenberg and Barou Humboldt 
for Prussia. 


Act. 1. The King of Denmark renounces 
for himself and surcessors his right to Swedish 
Pomerania and Rugen. ME, 

Art. IL, The King of Prussia: takes upon 
himself the olligations entered into by tie 
Kiug of Denmark by the 8, 9, 10, 1, 12, 
BO, 22, 23, #4, &ud 26th Articles of the 
Treaty of Kid. ee 

Art. III. Prussia cedes Lauenburg to Den. 
mark, with exception of-the bailiage of 
Neuhaus, lyâag between the Elbe and Meek 
lenburg, and the Laneburg villages, which 
partly confine upon, and are partly inclosed 
in the said (Bailliage. a 
Art. IV. The King of Denmark takes 
upon himself the obligations entered into 
by the King nf Prussia respecting the Duchy 
of Lanenburg, except that Neuhaus is ta 
bear a part, proportionate to its population, 
in the debt of the country. ; 

Art. V. The King ef Prussia gives ap all 
the documents, papers, maps, and plans 
relating to the eeded part of the Duchy of 
Lanenburg, ‘so as they ace delivered to him 
by Hanover. : 


Art. VI. By an agreement between Swee 
deu and Prussia, the latter is to pay to Dene 
mark the sum of 600,099 Swedish dollars 
banco due by Sweden to Denmark. This 
sum to be paid jn ready money, in three 
months after the signature of the present 
treaty, E: 


Art. VII. To make the indemaity to Den. 
mark. complete, Prussia to pay-a farther sum 
of two millivus of Prussian dollars courant, 
in four instalments of 500,000 doHars each; 
the Érst on the Ist of Jaunuary, in the frst 
year after the eonclution of the peace which 
shall terminate the present war with France 3 
the second on the tst of July the same years 
the ether two ou the Ist January and Ist 
July the year follewing. The King of 
Prussia in receiving possession of Pomee 
rania and Rugen, gives foar bonds of 500,000 
dollars each, payable as aforesaid and bearing 
4 per cent. interest, dating from the day 
of taking pogscssion. ‘The first payment of 


the interest to be the Ist of January, 1816, 


and from sig to six months, All these pay. 
ments to be made at Hlambarg, to persous 
named by his Danish Majesty. 

Vill. Toanenburg to be given up to Den. 
mark, if possible, in two months, at the 
latest. in three months, after the siguing of 
the Treaty. en 


IX. Determincs that the complaiats and 
and claims of the subjects of the two con- 
tracting paties shall, if possible, be adjusted 
by the time the ceded provinces are respective. 
Iy taken pessession of. 


X. The ratificstions to be exchanged 
within sig weeks, at the head quarters of 
the Allied Soverigns, and sooner, if possible,
